New worlds were opened up when 
faces were flashed across the sea by

her position in front of the trans- 
mitter a few seconds to glance in a 
wall mirror to make certain her hair 
had not become mussed In the ex- 
citement. Dummies and men's faces 
had been flashed across in previous 
tests but never a woman. John L. 
Baird, inventor of the televisor ex- 
plained he had difficulty in finding a 
woman willing to attempt to sit still 
for twenty minutes or half an hour. 
The transmission was accomplished 
from Baird's Television laboratorics 
in London, direct into the receiving 
station at Hartsdale, New York, 
which had been rigged up for the oc- 
casion, 

Baird himself was the first sitter 
before the transmitter. Afterward, 
W. C. Cox, of the London Press As- 
sociation sat for half an hour. Re- 
ports came back from the United 
States that Fox was showing up well.

Howe, of the London Burean of the 
| Associated Press, took her seat in 
}front of the seventeen glaring incan-

each. 

Baird was as excited as a boy when 
jhe heard detailed reports of the re-

“Cosmic Rays” Hove Baffled Scien- 
tists For Many Years 
Rays from the Milky Way with 
more than 80 times the penetrating 
power of X-rays, and which have 
baffled scientists for more thar 20 
years since they were first suspected, 
have now been described by Profes- 
sor Miliken and Dr, Cameron, of Sas- 
katoon, 
The inference made is that they 
searched the universe in an attempt 
to determine the source of these 
rays which are called ‘cosmic rays.” 
They describe their latest attempts 
in California and on the heights of 
the Andes mountains in South Amer- 
ica, They have tested the light from 
the stars without result, They have 
found no effect from the sun, and 
they have gathered nothing from 
their trials in interstellar space. 
The infetence made is that the 
rays come to the earth from the 
edge of the universe, far beyond the 
ring formed by the Milky Way, and 
had their origin 1,000,000,000 light 
years ago. The rays are believed to 
be electrical in origin, but. to produce 
rays with the same penetrative pow- 
er would require an electro-motive 
force of 41,000,000 volts. 
While a fairly thick couting of lead 


‘is impenetrable to X-rays, the cosmic 


rays can be detected behind a lead 
screen up to 16.7 feet thick, and to a 
depth of 190 feet of water.

OIL FAMINE REMOTE

The second report of the Oil Con- 
servation Board, composed of the 
Secretaries of the Interior War, Navy 
and Commerce, was made to President 
Coolidge, and discussed the problem 
of meeting the eyer-increasing de- 
mand for gasoline and other petroleum 
products, 

The report stated that “an oil 
famine was not imminent but pru- 
dence must always envisage the 
possibility of an oil shortage.” 
Looking forward to the time when 
natural supplies of crude oil will be 
depleted, it is stated that the pro- 
duction of liquid fuel from shales, 
coal and even corn are among the 
possibilities, whenever the demand is 
sufficient to warrant the expense of 
converting these raw materials for 
such use, 

Comendation is given to the oil 
industry, not only for its cooperation 
with the board, but for its construc- 
tion efforts toward conservation, both 
by the adoption of better methods of 
production and improvements in re- 
fining processes, whereby much more 
gasoline and other useful products 
are obtained from each barrel of crude 
oil than formerly, 

During the last week in June, 1927 
a daily production of 2,587,105 barrels 
of crude oil in the United States 
broke all records. Daily production 
at present is approximately 2,400,000 
barrels, which is considerably above 
current requirements. 

This enormous production can hard- 
ly be maintained indefinitely however, 
and it is well that govenment agencies 
as well as the oil industry are looking 
many years ahead with a view to de- 
veloping new sources of gasoline sup- 
ply.
